Will speculative zoning be per- 
mitted? 

We have reference to the ap- 
plication of three local property 
owners for placing 20 acres of 
citrus land into the business 
zone on Mountain Ave., just 
north of Arrow Hwy. The plan- 
ning commission recommended 
the change to business. Now it 
is up to the city councilmen to 
either accept that recommenda- 
tion or reject the application 
for a zone change. 

More than just this 20 acres 
is involved in the policy if the 
councilmen approve the zone 
change. 

Actually, it would mean that 
any developer could select any 
large site almost any place 
in the community and ask that 
it be zoned for possible busi- 
ness development. If Mountain 
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business, why isn’t Mountain 
and 14th St. or any other good 
intersection? 

Upland has developed on a 
yery sound basis with changes 
plan being made only with very 
good apparent reasons — and 
other than the master zoning. 
after plenty of deliberation. 

We recognize the need for 
adequate business development 
but we believe in a strong zon- 
ing policy, observance of the 
master zoning plan and changes 
from this plan on‘y if there is 
a recognized need for a change.

Faster Action In 
Court Cases Seen 
By Russell Goodwin 


“The public generally recog- 
nizes that there is much delay 
in the trial of cases’’, said Rus- 
sell Goodwin yesterday at his 
office in Redlands. Mr. Goodwin 
is seeking a return to the bench 
in the Nov. 6 election, having 
been appointed by Governor Earl 
Warren as Judge of San Ber- 
nardino County Superior Court 
in 1949. He was presiding judge 
of the Superior Court in 1950. 

“This delay is a most serious 
problem in criminal matters, for 
it is a great hardship on the in- 
nocent, and the guilty are en- 
couraged to make a mockery of 
the whole process of the criminal 
law’’, he said. 

Quoting the following figures 
of record, Mr. Goodwin pointed 
out that he stands for efficient 
and speedy action on the bench. 
“In 1950, the judges of all Su- 
perior Courts in California hand- 
led an average of 974 matters 
each, while in the same period 
of time, I handled 1,247 mat- 
ters.’”’ 

“Tf a judge is willing to work, 
and to study the law, he can ef- 
fect a substantial reduction in 
the backlog of cases — and the 
record proves that I am willing 
to do just. that,’’ stated Good-

A CITY IN TRANSITION 


The name Ketchikan had no 
meaning to us until we visited 
that city last summer. We had 
learned that the Presbyterian 
Church has a growing Mission 
there, so expected to find num- 
erous Indians and Eskimo there. 
We found no translations of this 
Indian name, but the importance 
of the city seems not to be 
dimmed thereby. About 90% of 
all shipping into Alaska passes 
through this city of the Pan Han- 
dle country. This is the first 
main stop north of Prince Ru- 
pert. 

Formerly this city had but one 
major interest, and that was fish- 
ing. The fishing sezson is now 
regulated by the Government and 
at times is limited to three 
weeks, Most of the catch is frozen 
for later processing, but there 
has been developed a mild freeze 
for early processing. In season 
the men not only take salmon, 
but cockeye, herring, halibut and 
other fish, Sea life is abundant, 

We were interested to learn 
that the cold storage plants in 
Ketchikan have a capacity of 
seven and one-half million pounds 
of fish per season. In addition 
there are six salmon canning 
plants within easy walk of the 
wharf. One would consider this 
andustry quite enough for a city 
of 8000 souls. Yet migrant work- 
ers pour into the city during the 
season and remain until the catch 
is processed. However, men 
looked at the mountains and the 
hills and found them to be cov- 
ered with heavy forests. Men 
began to think of processing this 
growth, and paper mills were 
projected. Wood Pulp Factories 
came in and gave employment 
the year round. This city seems 
to be ideally located for shipping 
out to Canada and to the United 
States, This year round service 
means much to the city. 

We looked over some of these 
Wood Pulp Plants. One is re- 
ported to have a capacity of 
650 thousand tons of pulp per 
year, and its cost was something 
like forty millions. It was put 
into operation in the year 1954. 
Another plant has a capacity of 
450 tons per day. That is a lot

of paper! In addition to this 
pulp several kinds of paper are 
produced also, and shipped out. 
All this is shipped down to Prince 
Rupert by junk, river boats and 
barges, and from that port it 
goes out by rail to all of our 
principal cities, 

This city also reports the lar- 
gest Mink Farm in Alaska. We 
were interested in the small size 
of these aminals and of the large 
number of skins needed to make 
just one fur coat for our ladies. 
The color of the animals differs 
also and care must be taken in 
the matching of the skins as well 
as in the curing and the storage. 
In addition to all the above this 
city reports two banks, nine ho- 
tels and thirteen churches, Of 
course this is too many churches, 
but it seems that each one claims 
some particular doctrine which 
it holds dear and of lasting bene- 
fit to the people. The thousand 
school children demand more and 
better schools and are getting 
them. 

For centuries this section of 
Alaska was interested in fishing 
only, Then mining came in, and 
later on the wood pulp industry. 
To live in this changing city 
would be of lasting interest and 
I would not find it dull.

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Human Failure 
Biggest Cause 
Of Air Crashes 


While faulty metals and other 
defective equipment contribute 
to air crashes, human failure is 
the principal cause of air acci- 
dents, Roy Outcen, federal safe- 
ty agent in this area for the civil 
aeronautics administration, told 
a meeting of the Exchange club, 
in the Sage Hen, recently. 

Mr. Outcen displayed faulty 
metal and other. evidence of un- 
safe plahes and he explained that 
it is his duty to inspect planes 
before they fly, to ensure safety, 
as well as to investigate wrecks 
‘In connection with human faul- 
ure he said a recent crash in 
which a father and his children 
were lost, was caused by the 
plane being overloaded and be- 
ing flown too low, too fast.

Typical of the modern and 
sizeable poultry plants being op- 
erated in the Alta Loma area is 
one of Roy C. Houtz & Sons, 
6942 Beryl Ave. Facilities for 
16,000 laying hens have been 
carved out of the center of a 
citrus grove. 

‘Mr. Houtz, who with his two 
sons, Dick and Bill, operates the 
large and modern plant, dividing 
the work and responsibilities. 

Scientifically built and arrang- 
ed, the plant includes laying 
houses, brooder houses, graqwing 
cage facilities together with the 
most modern equipment for san- 
itizing, washing, candling, grad- 
ing, refrigerating and packing 
10,000 eggs daily. 

Surely, this is a far cry from 
the “barnyard” flock of a few 
years ago. 

Fifteen houses for the layers 
are arranged in neat rows 280 
feet long. Laying hens are in 
wire cages, not more than two 
hens to each cage, The cages 
are so constructed that an elec- 
tric propelled cart fits into the 
concrete rails for distribution of 
about two tons of feed daily. An- 
other cart, gauged to also fit 
these concrete rails and carry- 
ing trays, is used for the orderly 
and rapid gathering:of eggs. 

Each hoyse is so built as to 
allow maximum, though not in- 
jurious, sunshine to reach each 
row of hens during the day. Be- 
tween each house has been left 
sufficient space that a small 
tractor pulling a specially built 
trailer may drive the length of 
each house for easy cleaning of 
facilities. 

The Houtz farm is exclusively 
Leghorn breed of chickens and 
with a brooder capacity of 2000 
chicks follows closely a schedule 
of purchasing 1000 baby chicks 
every three weeks which pro- 
vides an approximate 7000 pul- 
lets in the growing cages between

The new innovation, an _ out- 
growth of the army flame throw- 
er and just recently perfected in 
Orange county allows an almost 
entire elimination of feathers be- 
ing dropped constantly by chick- 
ens, 

The Houtz family came _ to 
Alta Loma in the fall of 1952 
from Dousman, Wis., where Mr. 
Houtz had operated a feed, seed 
and fuel business for 25 years. 
Included in his operation there 
was a feed mill where he mixed 
his own feed for sale to the 
trade.
